Cranvorre, N, €, Moy #-—Jodge Kellay
arrived hero early yesterday morping from
Augusta, where ho slay ust long enough (o
recelve nnd tike connsel With the lsading cltl-
wens. Mayor Blodgett, of Auguata, who was &
Confederata vfficer, and selzed tho arsennl at
the opening of the war, met i at Lhe depot
and conducted hit (o the hotel, whers he was
poon surrounded by a sumber of gentlemen,
some of them ax<Confedornte and United Statos
officers, but all equaily cordial ln thelr greeting

General T. W. Sweeney, commanding the

ost, aiso ealled on bim, ©On his arrival at

arlolte, Major Harrls, Governor Vanee, Cap-
tain Lasell, commander of this post; Lisutenant
Humbert, #ih United Statos Infantry; Postmnas
tor Frazier, and severnl gentlemon who had
served In the Confederale army, paid their re
areuln tobhim and jolued in friondly conyersns
tlon on Lthe conditlon and prospecls of Lhe
South, There seemed to bo no difference of
oplnlon npon reconstruotion under the Military
bill. All spoke hopelully of the fature and
kindly of the negro in his new chamoter of a
cidzen nnd voler, The woor of Judge Kelley's

Ath o'clock this evening Judge Kelley ad-
dressed a oeeting, of whom a large muajority
were whnltes, In front of the Court House. He
was Iintroduced by Mr. Harrila, Mayor of the
elty. On she stand wos ex-Confederale General
Barringer, to whose brother, Vigtor Barringer,
o resident of Conoord, the speaker first referred
as ope whose correspondence with him after
the war, which was puablighed, had done o
much good in the North and made him (Judge
Kelley) most anxlons to visit that vielnliy.
The speaker continued Lo say that he
had been heralded to them a8 a broeder
of discord between races and Interests; bug
that was mnol his missiop, and If aony
words hej bad spoken tended that way Lthey
were unconsciously spoken., He came to see
how Northern capital could be directed towards
the development of Soathern resouroes.

what was done in the North in perfecling
machinery, and uuluf IL for the rellef of human
labor. He pald a bigh compliment to the freed-
man’s schools, and el of Lthem Lo embody
in their new Constitution a system of common
schools for all. When that wis done, and they
learned to use thelr own lron Instead of sending
to England for it, and to manufacture thelr own
cotton, the thousands from sbroad who now
seitle down north of the Potomac would gladly
come Lo North Carolioa, and the meochanles
who now make the machinery which he saw In
thelr own woollen mill to-day would come
here and bulld the engines and spindles la
Charlotte, As Lo the aolion of Congress, he
said that it had kept falth with the South,
Only one Staté had adopted the Coustitu-
tional amendment, and Tennessee wus now
about to send representalives to Congress. 1
the other Btales acted llkewlse they would
nll be In Congress soon, As tooconflscatlon,
upon that point the South held the whip over
themselves, and If the lash wasapplied It would
he by tbhemselves upon themselves. Congress
did not intend to enforce conflscation; but If
the South rejected the amendment and the
Military bill,he could not answer for what mea-
sures they might insist upon by being tuken in
order that] a republionn government should be
preserved, Judge Kelley conoluded with a
peroration of great brilllaney and force, which
wau listened to with marked admiration,

Al the close of tho spesch several Confederale
officere and other gestlemen who are not so
well reconstructed as the soldiers who fought
the battles crowded around Mr. Keliey and
thanked him profoundly. The Mayor remsarked
that the speech had done more good for North
Carolina than anything whioh had happeued
since the war.

A TERRIBLE AFFAIR.

FEARFUL ENCOUNTER WITH A ROADHR IN A
BECLUDED CHAMHERE—A WELIL-KNOWN SPORTING
MAX nroppep o B18,000 AXD THEN MORTALLY
WOUNDED—HSCAPE OF THE PERPETRATOR OF
THE DEED—AN INEXPLICADLE MYSTERY.

A strapge and Incomprehensible robbery and
nltempled marder was perpelrated inroom No,
74, 1n the fourth story of Reynolds' Ballding,
Dearborn sireet, near Madison, inst night aboat
9 o'clock, George W. Lee, a well-known sport-
ing oharacter in ths clty, wad the vietim, On
his person, It was alleged, he bad had the sum
of 18000 in United Slates Goverpmaont secu-
rities, all of which was evidently stolen by Lhe
px-rralmtm of Lthe dead.

Shortly afler 0 o'clock, Lhe oceupants of rooms
along the halis on the foarth floor of Beynolds'
Block, directly above the main entrance to the
bullding, heard a heavy fall, as If some parson
was thrown or fel’ed to the floor., Mr. J. W.
Houran who occupies the room No, 72, imme-
dintely aronnd the corner of the hallway from
room No. 74, In which the bloody affulr trans-
pired, distinetly notleed the concussion, but
romarked 1t less, Fle states that not until after
several minutes had glapsed did he suspeot that
anything out of the way had taken place,
Presently he heard sgonizing groans proceod-
ipg from Mr. Led’s roon, and in eompany with
Mr. Willlam Garber, occapying room No. 70,
be went to ascertain tlie cause thereof. Thy
gentlemen found the door of room No, 74
securely fustened. Calling to the inmate, whose

In seemed momentarilytoinorease, they asked
what the matter was, simulloneously tryl;:r
to burst open the doov. Floaslly 1t was opened,
and s It swung baeck upon its hinges, a man
who wus bulf reclining on the foor, fell
back ib astale of exhaustion, and Mr. Bouran
sprang forward towards the table and lighted
an oll lsmp standing thereon, A fearful sight
met Lheir eyes as the rays of the lght {llami-
nated the room, Prostrate upon the earpot lay
Mr, Lee oovered with blood, his head reciluing
in a mass of clotted gore just at the enltrance Lo
the room, nod immediantely under the window;
he presented an awful speetacie.  Asslstanuce
was called, and buta few minutes elapsed be-
fore Dra. W. K. Emerson and L. A, Winthrop,
whose office I8 in room No. 13 in the same baild-
ing, were by Lhe side of the injared man. Upon
examination, an Inclsed wonnd was discovered
under the lefl eye of My Lee, two trlangular
wounds dlrecu‘y beneath that, and his skall
was fractured in the left parietal bone. ‘I'ne
only explanation which could be foreed from
the bleading man was that he had been kicked
by & borse, and robbed of $18000, which he
had sewed In the lHnlng of his vest. His mind
wandered, and he continually asked where he
WHS.

The apartment, which isa very small one,
facing on Dearborn street, was soan filled with
oflicers, the pollce having Peen notifled, and
numerous persons, all of whom had a particalar
tale Lo relnte with reference to the occarrence.
The crowd was dispersed, and, afier the
wounded man had been flmad on the bed in
bis room, A rigld search throughout vhe hall-
WAVHE and the nfartmsnl. was lnstitated, with
the hope of galning some clue Lo the mysterious
affair. On L‘tm wall, Just above the spot whera
lay the head of Mr, LLee, as ie reclined upon the
floor when found, were discoverad scveral
marks. These marks have the np'}warunea of
having been made with the sword of a cane,
they being trinngular lodentures, whilch very

jbly proceeded from desperate thrusts with

@ weapon.

In the centre of the room were sevaral spots
of blond. All these strange evidences of an
attempt it murder are sufficient to refute the
words of the Injured man, tnat he had been
klcked by & horse.
